Hebrew University vice president 
Bernard Cherrick died yesterday in 
Jerusalem at the age of 74. He was a 
university official for 41 years. 

The funeral will leave at 11:30 this 


morning from the plaza in front of 


the Administration Building on the 


Givat Ram campus for the Mount-of 


Olives cemetery. The coffin will be 
placed in the plaza at 1l’a.m. ὁ. 
Cherrick immigrated to this coun- 
try in 1947 to head the university's 
Department of Information and 
Public Affairs. He represented the 
university in all parts of the world, 
developing and expanding its net- 
work of friends’ organizations. 

Because of his extensive travels 
and his contacts with Jewish com- 
munities everywhere, he came to be 
as ‘Mr. 
University.” 

Born in 1914 in Dublin, Cherrick 
was raised and educated in England. 
He studied at the Liverpool Yeshiva 
and received his higher education at 
the University of Manchester and 
the London School of Economics. 
Active in the Habonim movement, 
he later served as rabbi of the New 
Synagogue in Stamford Hill, Lon- 
don, then one of capital's largest 
synagogues. During World War ll, 
he was a chaplain in the British 


Army. He was the first director of 
the United Palestine Appeal of 


Great Britain and. also headed the 
Jewish National Fund there. 

From the time of his aliya, he 
worked tirelessly for the university, 
of which he was a vice president 
from 1968. His stirring eloquence as 
a speaker, his lofty vision and his 
commitment to the Zionist cause 


“made him a convincing spokesman 


for the university and enabled him 
to secure the necessary moral and 
financial support for its develop- 
ment and progress. He is credited 
with having played a major role in 
the rebuilding of the university since 
the 1948 War of Independence.

And just to make sure the reli- 
gious parties do not ogle one side or 
the other, to make them dream of 
forming a narrow coalition, the co- 
alition agreement prescribes that 
the resignation of one of the two big 
parties from the government has to 
be followed forthwith by elections. 

Where coalition stability is con- 
cemed, the subversive potential of 
the religious parties has been neu- 
tralized til] the next elections. 


Arabs prepared to give Olmert a chance

Israeli Arab leaders have adopted 
a wait-and-see attitude to the ap- 
pointment of Likud MK Ehud Ol- 
Mert as minister in charge of the 
Arab sector. But they still resent 
the fact that the position exists at all. 

Tbrahim Nimr Hussein, mayor. of 
Shfaram and chairman of the Na- 
tional Committee of Heads of Arab 
Local Councils, said that, although 
he didn’t know Olmert personally, 
“it doesn't matter who will be the 
minister, as long as that person re- 
solves all the problems in the Arab 


sector. 

“But it would be better for us if 
there were no minister for Arab af- 
fairs. We are full citizens of the 
state.

deal specifically with Arab affairs.

Ghanayim noted that the Aral 
sector enjoyed good relations with 
Ezer Weizman when he held the 
portfolio, and had cooperated with 
Moshe Arens when he occupied the 
post. Ghanayim added that Olmert

Houses bore smouldering testi- 
mony to the force of the explosion. 
In the town centre, an aircraft en- 
gine lay embedded in a street. Win- 
dows in homes and shops were 
smashed and townspeople and res- 
cuers crunched over the broken 
glass and twisted bits of metal. A 
row of white houses, only their ga- 
bled ends and walls still standing, 
smouldered in the morning darkness 
yesterday. 

Clouds of smoke rose from a huge 
crater gouged by a chunk of the 
crashing plane near the A74 high- 
way at one end of town. A large 
piece of fuselage smouldered in the 


four-lane road. Alongside it was a 
wrecked car, almost flattened, one 
of five hit by debris. 

Scott Maxwell, who works for the 


just returned to his home in Locker- 
bie when the plane crashed. said he 
saw a ball of flame “hit the main 
road and then bounced on the top of

Police sealed off a 22km. disaster 
zone around Lockerbie in a search 
for more victims. The air was thick 
with the smell of burning oil and 
rubber. Streets were littered with 
twisted metal from the wreckage. 

Cars parked in the streets of 
Lockerbie had their windows shat- 
tered completely. The roof of one

OF THE GOVERNMENT’S PRO- 
GRAMME, DEC. 22, 1988. 
(Translated by the Government 
Press Office) 


AT THE CENTRE of the activity of 
the National Unity Government 
presented to the 12th Knesset 
the following tasks: - i 

la. Recognition of the shared fate 
and common, of the Jewish 
people in the homeland and the Di- 
aspora of exile. 

b. A sustained effort to create the 
social, economic and spiritual condi- 
tions to attain the State of Israel's 
central aim: The return of Diaspora 
Jews to their homeland. 


c. Boosting immigration from ail 
countries, encouraging immigration 
from Western countries, and consis- 
tently struggling to save persecuted 
Jews by bringing them to safety and 
realizing their right to immigrate to 
Israel. ᾿ : 

2. The central policy objectives of 
the Government during this period 
are: Continuing ane expanding 
peace process in the region; consoli- 
dating the peace with Egypt; and 
ensuring the security of the northern 
setticments. 

3a. The Government. will act to 
cultivate friendly relations and mu- 
tual ties between Israel and all 
peace-loving countries. 

b. The Gaverament will continue 
to foster the deepening of the ties of 
friendship and understanding be- 
tween Israel and the U.S. 

ς. The Government will aie for 
a resumption of diplomatic relations 
with the Soviet Union, the establish- 
ment of diplomatic relations with 
China and with other countries 
which have not yet formed dipio- 
matic ties with Israel. 

4. Israel's foreign and defence’ 
policies will aim to ensure the coun- 
try’s independence, to strengthen its 
security; and to establish peace with 
all its neighbours. eds 

5. The Government will strive to 
increase the strength, deterrent ca- 
pability and endurance of the IDF 
against any military threat, and will 
- take firm action against terronsm, 
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regardless of its source. The IDF 
and the other security forces will 
continue to ensure the safety of all 
the residents, and will act forcefully 
in order to curb the riots, prevent 
the violence, and restore order. 

6. United Jerusalem, Israel's eter- 
nal capital, is one indivisible city 
under Israeli sovereignty; free ac- 
cess to their holy places and free- 
dom of worship will continue to be 
guaranteed to members of all faiths. 


7. The Government will continue 
to place its desire for peace at the 
head of its concerns, and will spare 
no effort to promote peace. 

8. The Government will work to 
promote and strengthen the mutual 
ties with Egypt in accordance with 
the peace treaty. The Government 
will call on Egypt to fulfill its part of 
the peace treaty with Israel, and to 
give it substance and content in 
keeping with the spirit of the treaty 
and with the intentions of its 
signatories. f 

9. The Government will work to 
continue the peace process in keep- 
ing with the framework for peace in 
the Middle East that was agreed 
upon at Camp David, and to resume 
negotiations to give full autonomy 
to the Arab residents in Judea, Sa- 
maria and the Gaza District. 

10. Israel will call on Jordan to 
begin peace negotiations, in order to 
turn over a new leaf in the region, 
for the sake of [the region’s] devel- 
opment and prosperity. The Israel 
Government will consider proposals 


- for negotiations.

COALITION AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE LIKUD AND THE 


ALIGNMENT (DEC, 22, 1988) 


(Translated by the Government Press Office) 


1. The Government 

1.1. A National Unity Government 
(henceforth: the Government) will 
be formed, with the participation of 
the Alignment and Likud Parties, 
and other factions which choose to 
join the coalition in accordance with 
this agreement. 

1.2. The Government will be found- 
ed on the following principles: 

a. Equality between the Alignment 
and the Likud in the number of min- 
istries and ministers. 

b. Should a minister cease to serve 
as a member of the Cabinet for any 
reason, his will choose the 
minister who will replace him. 

1.3. The Government and its minis- 
ters will act in accordance with the 
Basic Guidelines attached to this 
agreement, which are an integral 
part of it, and in accordance with 
Cabinet decisions. [See Basic 
Guidelines, issued 22.12.88.] 

1.4. The Government will be head- 
ed by Mr. Yitzhak Shamir, and Mr. 
Shimon Peres will serve as vice 
premier. 

1.5. Throughout the entire period of 
the Government's term in office, the 
prime minister will not wield his au- 
thority (under Section 218 of the 
Basic Law: The Government) to dis- 
miss a minister from his post, except 
with the consent of the vice premier. 
Such consent will not be required, 
however,to dismiss a minister who 
belongs to the faction headed by the 
prime minister. The prime minister 
will wield this authority with regard 
to a minister belonging to the fac- 
tion of the vice premier, should the 
latter request it. 

1.6. Twenty-six ministers will serve 
in the Government. 

a. It has been agreed that the num- 
ber of ministries accorded in the 
Government to the Alignment will 
equal the number of ministries ac- 
corded in the Government to the 
Likud (including the prime minis- 
ter's office). In addition, equality 
will be maintained between the two 


factions with regard to the number 
of ministers. 

b. The division of ministries will be 
as follows: 


Ministry of Energy and Infrastructure 


c. If a minister from a faction other 
than the Likud or the Alignment 
should cease to serve, the balance 
between the Likud and the Align- 
ment with regard to the number of 
ministries and ministers will be 
maintained, as stipulated in sub-sec- 
tion (a) above. In this case, the Gov- 
emment will appoint another minis- 
ter within 15 days of the conclusion 
of the tenure of office, in such a way 
as to maintain the balance between 
the two factions, as stipulated by 
subsection (a). 
1.7. In accordance with Section 5d 
of the Basic Law: The Government, 
the first deputy prime minister will 
be appointed from the Likud fac- 
tion, and an additional deputy prime 
minister from the Alignment. = 
1.8. A permanent ministerial com- 
mittee, called the Inner Cabinet, 
will be established. It will have 12 
members, six from each party. 
1.9. The Inner Cabinet is empow- 
ered to deliberate and decide on the 
following issues: 
a. Issues within the jurisdiction of 
the ministerial defence committee 
under the Cabinet operational pro-

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FROM REHOVOT to Ramle to Ri- 
shon le-Zion, secular folks in the 
Southern Dan region late this week 
were thanking providence, divine or 
otherwise, for delivering Israel from 
the grip of the religious parties. 
“I don't think they would have 
tried to take over; I know they 
would have tried to take over.” said 
Tami Bar-Sheshet, as she applied 
gold-colored streaks to a woman's 
hair in the beauty parlor she owns in 
Ramle. “It would have been brother 
against brother, and there would 
have been a real chance of 
violence.” : 

At a glance, the man shopping for 
a microwave oven in Rishon looked 
like the embodiment of Bar-She- 
shet's fears. Black cloak, black hat. 
tzitzior, long beard - Hanan Vega 
was wearing it all. But he was not 
frightening. The most striking thing 
about his appearance was the gen- 
tleness of his eyes. He didn't speak 
like a stereotype haredi, either. 

“The secular public doesn't know 
it, but we are also against religious 
extortion,” said the 40-year-old me- 
chanical engineer and Degel Hatora 
supporter. “It is against the Tora.” 

After the elections, people in 
Ramle were afraid there would be 
‘No more soccer on Shabbat. cinemas 
would be closed, religious indoctri- 
nation would enter the- public 
‘schools; and the government would’ 
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be bled by the yeshivot, said Bar- 
Sheshet, 33. “Now they have 
calmed down,” she noted. 

“It bothers me when I see people 

going to pubs or the cinema on 
Shabbat.” said Vega. “It offends me 
to see women dressing 50 immodest- 
ly. But it would be impossible for us 
to try to enforce our codes on secu- 
lar people. The Tora allows such a 
thing when the Moshiach (Messiah) 
rules, but now? No.” 
TWO BLOCKS from the appliance 
store where Vega was shopping, Yo- 
sef Kirsch, 70, ἃ volunteer at Ri- 
shon’s Labour Council. was watch- 
ing the last employees file out of the 
building. Asked about the religious 
parties’ then-apparent failure in the 
coalition talks, he said: “Everybody 
here is happy. If you ask the people 
here, or the people in Rishon in 
general, they will say that with all 
due respect to the religious, they 
demand too much from the country, 
without contributing to it.” 

Pointing out the small proportion

IN REHOVOT, a quintet of teen- 
agers hanging out on Herzl Street, 
the city’s main drag, were gloating 
over the religious parties” fall from 
power.

“That goes double for me,” said 
Rahel.

THE near-clone of the former national-unity 
government produced by Yitzhak Shamir 
could have come out worse. For not only have 
the extreme right-wing annexationist parties 
been kept out of the coalition, and the extor- 
tionist religious parties forced to crawl back 
with little to show for their labours, but the 
country's worst justice minister ever was not 
reappointed. The replacement of Avraham 
Shani with Dan Meridor in that post is almost 

_ justification enough for putting up with the 
new government. 

Almost, but ποῖ quite. It is not merely that 
this unprecedentedly elephantine, 28-man 
strong government suggests a seminar of de- 
bating metaphysicians rather than a working 
administration. Nor is it so much that its re- 
maining deadwood, especially on the Align- 
ment side, literally demands to be cast out. 
And nor is it even that the award of the 
immigration-and-absorption portfolio in this 
supposedly Zionist government to the non- 
Zionist, ultra-Orthodox Shas is a scandal. 

The real trouble with this government is 
that, unlike its predecessor, it is geared for 
paralysis in the most critically urgent, action- 
demanding area of the nation's concern today. 

In 1984, as every schoolchild knows, Israel's 
two immediate priorities were winding down 
the war in Lebanon and putting out the fires of 
hyperinflation. Those two objectives were 
achieved through the more-or-less joint effort 
of the Alignment and the Likud. The difficul- 
ty arose when the Alignment’s half of the. 
inner cabinet turned its thoughts to getting the 
Peace-process wagon back on the road, and 
the Likud’s half retaliated by placing spokes in 
the wheels. 

Under the rules, Premier Shamir was able 
to, and did, spike Foreign Minister Shimon 
Peres’s agreement with King Hussein for di- 
Tect negotiations between Israel and a Jorda- 
nian-Palestinian delegation under the umbrel- 
la of an international conference. Mr. Shamir 
had found no evidence that the so-called West 
Bank had been left to the king by his 
grandmother. 

The foreign minister's warning to the pre- 
mier that by rejecting Hussein as a 
partner he was in effect inviting Arafat to take 
over the king's role, went unbeeded.

was to define the main terms of the bitter 
Likud-Alignment argument in the last nation- 
al election. Both parties in effect pledged not 
to get together again, after the poll, unless the 
opponent had scratched out its own Eretz 
Yisrael plank. One of the two has kept that 
pledge. The formation of a “broad” govern- 
ment under Mr. Shamir was only made possi- 
ble by the Alignment consenting to exchange 
its peace plank for a mess of economic-aid 
pottage for ailing Histadrut industries and 
enterprises. 

Some Alignment apologists contend that 
the party was, in truth, rendering signal ser- 
vice to the country by saving the Likud from 
its worst inipulses. The contention is, at best, 
only balf true. Mr. Shamir did not need Mr. 
Peres to advise him that, for example, a mas- 
sive settlement drive across the Green Line 
would be counter-productive. It was to shield 
his own, not Ariel Sharon’s, policies that the 
premier needed the then foreign minister. 

In Mr. Shamir’s book, the Land, in its 
entirety, will be won for the Jewish people by 
perseverance not recklessness. His standard 
response to pleas for a more vigorous search 
for peace is the rhetorical, “Where's the fire.” 
Outside threats to Eretz Yisrael] must, of 


course, be met, and that is where “national © 


unity” comes in. Mr. Shamir wants Alignment 
ministers around him to beat down Palestinian 
rioters for him, and to help rationalize his own 
refusal to ever talk to the PLO; and to do it in 
a manner that would not overly alienate the 
Americans. Otherwise, deadlock serves his 
purpose fine. “ 

In an evident attempt to allay the fears of 


party sceptics, Mr. Peres assured them a few - 


days ago that there would be two voices in the 
cabinet. Maybe so, but the Alignment's voice 
has already been stilled. It is fairly inaudible 
in the new basic policy guidelines, which 
mostly reproduce the vaporous nothingness of 
the old on the subject of peace. ἴ{ will not be 
heard at the higher levels of the Foreign Min- 
istry, which is now solidly in Likud hands. 
And the inner cabinet’s deadlock mechanism 
should guarantee that it dies out almost before 
it is broadcast. 

It may take more than a few powerful loud- 
speakers to raise that voice again in the next 
election, whenever it is held.

Sir, — I propose that we hold ur- 
gently a plebiscite on the question 
whether or not to conduct direct 
negotiations with the PLO. My rea- 
sons are briefly as follows: 


1, Peace negotiations have obvi- 
ously to be conducted with an ene- 
my and there is little doubt that the 
PLO meets that qualification. The 
declared willingness of the PLO to 
conduct direct negotiations with us 
creates a new situation which re- 
quires us to re-examine our tradi- 
tonal rejection of any form of con- 
tact with it, and this should be done 
independently of any contacts be- 
tween the U.S.A. and the PLO and 
regardless of whether such contacts 
continue or not. 

2. The form in which the issue 
confronts us today was not consid- 
ered in the recent election campaign 
and consequently the results of the 
elections do not necessarily reflect 
the will of the people on this particu- 


Jar issue at this stage. To illustrate 
the point, I should like to state that 
in the last elections, and also in 
those of 1984, I voted Likud and yet 
1 am now in favour of negotiations 
with the PLO. 

3. In addition to arriving at a deci- 
sion on whether or not to conduct 
negotiations with the PLO, it will 
also be necessary to determine our 
objectives in such negotiations. 
Here again, I feel that a plebiscite is 
indicated and it will be possible, and 
even desirable, to address both is- 
sues separately within the frame- 
work of one single plebiscite, as dif- 
ferent approaches are conceivable. 


4. Tt is customary that when a 
nation reaches a crossroad in respect 
of a particular existential issue, a 
plebiscite is held in order to ascer- 
tain the will of the people on that 
issue.

_ beg to differ with their assessment. 


The main reason that these Jews 
do not make aliya is related to eco- 
nomical and security aspects of life 
in the U.S. as compared to Israel. 
‘Even a number of the more active 
intellectuals who received firm of- 
fers of employment in Israel decided 


to go to the U.S. to avoid military 
service for their children, The Brai- 
lovskys certainly would not advo- 


" cate a change in the military laws to 


accommodate these potential 
immigrants. 

The possible decision by the 
Knesset of conversion according to 
Halacha may provide an additional 
excuse to some of the immigrants to 
prefer the U.S. over Israei, but to 
claim that it will become a barrier to 
the immigration of a substantial part 
of Soviet Jews seems to me to be 2 
unsubstantiated exaggeration.

THE TALMUDIC sage Hillet the 
Elder got it just right when, seeing a 
familiar skull floating on the waters. 
he said: “Because you drowned oth- 
ers, they drowned you: and those 
who drowned you will in the end be 
drowned” (Pirkei Avot 2:7). 

Knesset Member Rabbi Shlomo 
Ravitz of Degel Hatora, who is a 
neophyte in coalition horse-trading 
but a smart man, also got the bal- 
ance just right when he gave expres- 
sion to his naive indignation over 
their final outcome by saying earlier 
in the week: “There should be a 
limit even to the cynicism of the 
politicians," and then added with 
sad realism: “At the beginning, the 
religious parties tried to play the two 
big parties off against each other: at 
the end, both big ones played the 
Teligious parties off against them- 
selves.” 

Could the entire coalition-form- 
ing process have been concluded 
more quickly and more elegantly? 
Certainly, but with an infinitely 
worse government resulting. in 
which the Likud would have sold 
out completely to the insatiable fun- 
damentalistic religious parties. The 
present coalition negotiations were. 
in this regard, different only in de- 
gree rather than in kind from previ- 
us ones, . 

I believe that a good part of the 
problem that made the present ne- 
gotiations even more devious than 
previous ones was created by the 
news media. Right after the elec- 
tions, they exaggerated the extent of 
the electoral triumph of the religious 
parties, thus encouraging the 

in their cupidity to mind- 
boggling magnitude. 

The four religious parties, after 
all, won only 15 per cent of the vote, 
their stable proportion in previous 
votes up to the 1981 election. But 
what they desired -- separately and 
collectively, on matters of principle 
and in hard cash and ministerial 
seats — was far beyond what that

limited strength justified; and it 
could be won only if they succeeded 
in playing off the two big ones 
against each other. 


CREDIT for turning the tables on 
the religious parties should go to 
Yitzhak Shamir. At first, he created 
the impression of being ready to 
give them everything they desired -- 
to win their support to get the presi- 
dent to name him to form a govern- 
ment; then he double-crossed them 
by doing everything in his power to 
draw Labour into a broad govern- 
ment. in order to vitiate those 


promises. ᾿ τῳ 

‘Was that the height of cynicism, 
as Ravitz would have it? Certainly. 
But there is apparently no other way 
to form a reasonable coalition in the 
present situation of a deeply divided 
electorate that does not allow the 
formation of a narrow but stable 
government dominated by one of 
the two major parties and not by a 
religious rump. 

There is a cost to Shamir's readi- 


“ness to sacrifice his own credibility 


with the religious. But for Shamir, 
who will be 77 when the next sched- 
uled election rolls around in 1992. it 
is apparently a bearable cost in view 
of the likelihood that he will not 
then lead the coalition talks. 

There are several lessons to be 
learned from the turning of the ta- 
bles on the religious parties, and 
from the fact that they came into the 
coalition in the end on Shamir's 
terms and not on theirs. Despite the 
pious aura they like to radiate, our 
religious politicians - see yester- 
day's last-minute decision by Shas's 
Council of Tora Sages ~ are supreme 
pragmatists. They always give in 
when confronted with real opposi- 
tion; it is only when the secular ma- 
jority rolls over and plays dead that 
the religious win.

ISRAEL IS starting the new year 
with a new Knesset and a new gov- 
ernment, Foreign policy will be con-

Shimon 
Peres was rendered impotent as for- 
eign minister, and will be more so — 
as regards the Middle East conflict — 
after his relegation to the Treasury. 

Begin's first government was a co- 
alition with Moshe Dayan and Ezer 
Weizman. Result: peace with 
Egypt. His second government was 
a coalition with Arik Sharon. Re- 
sult: the war in Lebanon. 

The Likud torch then passed to 
Yitzhak Shamir. His first govern- 
ment was a coalition with Peres.

THE CANADIAN TAX COURT 
has ruled that a Montreal prostitute 
must pay tax on income of about $1 
million earned from 1974 to 1981. 

The court dismissed Erna Die- 
trich’s appeal and said she must pay 
more than $70,000 in penalties for 
not declaring her rea! income. 

Dietrich declared income of 
$41,000 for the eight-year period. 
But Revenue Canada found she 
made $234,312 (presumably round- 
ed off to the nearest dollar) in 1980 
alone. 

The revenue service said she was 
convicted eight times in the period 
on prostitution-related charges.

Even if Baram stayed out of the 
cabinet, he has already achieved a 
position of teadership, becoming the 
leader of the young proup of MKs 
opposing the participation of La- 
bour in Shamir's government. Meri- 
dor, who played a key role in negoti- 
ating and formulating the 
agreement between the Big Two 
positively earned his cabinet post. 
Both Meridor and Baram are on the 
way to national leadership. 

Prime Minister Shamir showed a 
high degree of leadership in nomi- 
nating new young Li cabinet 
ministers. Meridor, Olmert, Milo 
and Katsav in the cabinet, together 
with new MKs Begin and Netan- 
γαῖα, are the young leadership of 
the Likud. By promoting them when 
he is at the peak of his career, Sha- 
mir has demonstrated a high depree 
of responsibility towards the future 
of bis party. ᾿ 
ἴῃ the Labour Party, the future 
leadership, except for Baram, is still 
on the back benches. Shimon Peres, 
who has a record of taking care of 
the fature and of the next genera- 
tion, will have to do something quite 
soon in order to promote them to 
national positions. 

There 1s another significant point 
on the personal level: hawkish Li- 
kud has one former army general in 
the cabinet (Sharon), while dovish 
Labour has four (Rabin, Gur, Bar- 
Lev and Weizman). The security ar- 
gument of Likud’s ideology and pol- 
icy is not personally backed up by 
professionals on the highest level. 


WHAT WILL be the policy of the 
pew government? 

As regards the peace process, it is 
too early to anticipate anything. A 
great deal duran a the new U.S.

Sadat’s trip to Jerusalem was car- 
ried out in full view of the Egyptian 
people and the Arab world, and 
while there was, and continues to 
be, considerable opposition to the 
peace process, relations with Israel 
have continued for a decade despite 
his assassination.In the same way, 
Gorbachev has clearly fought for 
and developed broad support for 
glasnost, and opponents of arms re- 
ductions and other actions have 
been removed from office. These 
are clear indications that the 
changes are not merely tactical. 

In order to sustain a radical shift, 
a political movement must also con- 
front the past realistically. Only 
through this psychologically painful 

can the contrast between the 
new and the old be illuminated. 
Such confrontation will prevent, or 
at least make more difficult, a drift 
back to previous policies and 
objectives. 

Thus, Gorbachev realized the 
need to further repudiate Stalin and 
his legacy, and to “rebabilitate” Sta- 
lin’s victims. He clearly blamed the 
mistakes of the past for the prob- 
lems of Soviet society. 

Although less forthright abont 
Egypt's responsibility for the con- 
flict and wars with Israel, Sadat ac- 
knowledged the errors of the past on 
the Arab side.

Controlling Sharon 


THE PRIME Minister's Office this 
week denied media reports that 
Yitzhak Shamir told ἃ meeting of 
Likud colleagues that the appoint- 
ment of a Likud defence minister 
would cause unrest in the army. 
This denial, like many others, is 
to be taken with a pinch of salt. We 
can assume that Shamir said some- 
thing rather similar, when persuad- 
ing his senior colleagues to agree to 
a_coalition with the Alignment, 
whereby Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin would continue in his present 


Minister Ariet Sharon 
said at the same meeting of minis- 
ters that Shamir’s concern about the 
repercussions of appointing a Likud 
man to Defence proved that the Li- 
kud is still suffering from an inferi- 
οί complex regarding its ability to 

le. 


That charge has been levelled at 
the Likud in the past, by critics from 
the Alignment and other parties. 
The fact it was levelled by Sharon, a 
Likud man, deserves comment. 

Had the Likud formed a narrow 
coalition without the Alignment, 
Sharon would not have been given 
the defence portfolio. His col- 
league, Prof. Moshe Arens, today

He knows 
that most will never forgive him for 
having deceived Begin and served as 
the prime cause of Begin’s exit from 
public life, to a silent and hermit- 
like existence. 

At the Likud Central Committee 
meeting this week, an anonymous 
party member gat hold of a micro- 
phone and shouted that Sharon's 
Opposition to a coalition with the 
Alignment. like the opposition of 
minister without portfolio Yitzhak 
Moda’, was not objective. 

“Sharon has a personal probiem. 
Moda’i has a personal problem.

Betrayal has been a recurrent 
theme in Sharon's declarations over 
the years. It would take an expert in 
spheres other than politics to ex- 
plain why. 


IT IS TOO early to assess whether

It is hard to know whether Shar- 
on's remark to his ministerial col- 
leagues infuriated them because 
they feel it is true, or because it gave 
them one more reason for loathing 
the man. 

Menachem Begin expressed his 
disappointment over the team spirit 
and the personal and leadership 
shortcomings of his party's ministers 
shortly before he resigned, when he 
talked about the government's kil- 
Kulim, or breakdowns. 

Perhaps Begin had great expecta- 
tions of his colleagues, which 
they did not fulfil. Perhaps he felt 
their years in the opposition made it 
hard for them to acquire the culture 
of government overnight.

GRATITUDE IS a virtue 
when it is shown to the deserv- 
ing. Undeserved, it becomes 
fawning. Recently. the Soviet 
Union has shown a relaxation 
in its ill-treatment of its Jewish 
population. or at least those of 
them who wish lo express their 
Zionism in practical forms or 
who simply wish to join their 
people outside.

_ Mayor Freij proposes a truce 


IF ISRAEL is looking for a way to 
Put an end to.the intifada. Elias 
Freij says be has a sure-fire method. 

The mayor of Bethlehem pro- 
poses a UN-sponsored. one-year 
truce between israel and the Pales- 
tinians in the West Bank and Gaza, 
and in southern Lebanon. He says 
he broached the idea in meetings 
with European leaders last week. 
« Such a truce agreement, to be 
signed by PLO leader Yasser Arafat 
and the government of Israel, would 
bring the intifada to a halt, he pre- 
dicts, adding that the Palestinians 
“would be happy to accept an hon- 
ourable truce. It would be a great 
moral victory for them.” 

, Were Arafat to put his name to 
such an agreement, which Freij says 
was endorsed in his meetings 
abroad, Palestinians here would 
agree to it. “Then the intifada will 
stop, in simple terms," he says. 

In return, the bulk of Israeli 
forces would have to withdraw from 
the West Bank and Gaza, according 
τὸ Freij's vision. Palestinians held 
without trial during the uprising 
would be released. Universities 
would be allowed to reopen. Expul- 
sion orders would be cancelled and 
house demolitions would stop. 

In short. says Freij, “all acts 
against each other would cease. τ 
would be a calming period to ease 
the tension so people could begin to 
think and behave normally,” during 
which the groundwork for an inter- 
Foe peace conference would be 


“To bolster his argument for a 
truce, Freij cites the success of the 
UN backed cease-fire between Iran 
and Iraq, which lead to a silencing of 
guns on August 20, as well 85 a tread 
toward resolving regional conflicts 
“from the Pacific Ocean to 
Namibia.”

Peres's proposal for local elec- 
tions appears to the Bethlehem 
mayor to be even more far-fetched. 

“As long as the U.S. and Europe- 
an governments are talking to the 
PLO, does Mr. Peres really expect 
the PLO to accept a parallel leader- 
ship?” he says. 

“Were we to have elections as 
Peres suggests, the winners would 
only have jurisdiction to speak for 
the residents of the occupied territo- 
ries, not all Palestinians. 

“This would be a partial settle- 
ment. We want a comprehensive 
settlement to resolve the Palestin- 
ian-Israeli conflict in its entirety.” 

Furthermore, he says, plans for 
unilateral autonomy contradict the 
Camp David accords, which cali for 
Egyptian and American agreement 
before Israel implements any auton- 
omy scheme. And Freij says autono- 
my is merely a pretext for preserving 
the status quo.

THERE ARE other reasons for the 
mildness of the American Jewish re- 
sponse to the start of a dialogue with 
the PLO. This latest development 
came on the heels of some very bit- 
ter feelings in much of American 
Jewry toward Israel. * 

The Who-is-a-Jew debate of re- 
cent weeks was certainly very divi- 
sive. American Jews were sincerely 
irate, but their anger was only par- 
tially the result of the actual theo- 
logical issues involved. 

‘Those technical issues could only 
partially mask the Jewish communi- 
ty’s deep frustration over a whole 
series of other controversial Israeli 
decisions of recent years, beginning 
with the war in Lebanon, and con- 
tinuing with the way Israel behaved 


have been very embarrassed by 
what they have been seeing on their 
television screens. 

Their frustration was building up. 
American Jews were reluctant to go 
too far in criticizing Israel on those 
issues. Israel's security, after all, 
was involved.

U.S.is dramatically weakened. 

Secondly, the new Israeli govern-- 
ment must improve its communica-.

and Congress. That will require 
hard work and creative diplomacy. 

U.S. officials are certainly 
pleased that another Likud-Labour 
partnership has emerged in Jerusa- 
lem. The alternative, from Wash- 
ington’s perspective, was awful. 

The Americans have a great deal 
of respect for the four inner Cabinet 
policymakers: Shamir, Arens, Peres: 
and Rabin. All are well-known in 
Washington. Ail are seen as basical- 
ly -pro-American, very anxious to 
maintain strong American-lsraeli 
ties. “We can deal with them,” one 
American official said.

These are just some of the voices 
heard at one of the workshops at the 
First International Jerusalem Con- 
ference of Children of Holocaust 
Survivors that took place this week. 
The conférence brought together 
300 children of Holocaust survivors 
from around the world, including 
200 Israelis. ς 

Second-generation organizations 
have been a part of the Arnéerican 
Jewish landscape for over a decade. 
But only in the last five years have 
these support and/or therapy groups 
come into being in Israel. - 

Billie Laniado. conference chair- 
woman, says that it is necessary to 
look at how Israeli society has dealt 
with Holocaust survivors in order to 
understand why these groups have 
only recently gained momentum 
here.

afrive here, she says, they faced a 
society that regarded Holocaust vic- 
tims as having “‘gonc like sheep to 
the slaughter.” This notion was not 
in keeping: with the image of the 
Strong, independent, "πον Jew 
that the Zionist movement was try- 
ing to create. Asa result, the victims 
were not encouraged to speak about 
their experiences. 

Their children also grew up in an 
Israel that looked down on the vic- 
tims as defenceless sheep. “They 
were ashamed of their survivor par- 
ents because of this image and 
wished to keep their past a secret,” 
she says. The norm was to speak 
less, not more, about their parents" 
experiences. 


According to Eva Fogelman, a 
New York psychologist instrumer - 
tal in setting up second-generation 
groups in both Israel and the U.S., 
these attitudes started to change 
here with the Eichmann trial. 

“Before the trial, other Israelis 
had felt morally superior to survi- 
vors — presumably because they had 
been active fighters," she says. “But 
the trial helped Israelis finally to 
ity of the 


Laniado, was even better under- 
stood after the Yom Kippur War, 
because during that war many Israe- 
lis tasted the threat of annihilation. 
“People began to feel that annihila- 
tion could take place here, as well, 
and that they would be just as 
powerless.” 

Menachem Begin, she says, 
helped to nudge Holocaust survi- 
vors, and their children, out of the 
closets. “In Begin's time there was 
more openness towards Holocaust 
survivors. The fact that he repeated- 
ly mentioned the Holocaust and the 
survivors reduced their shame." 

Also, Laniado says, as the chil- 
dren grew up and started raising 
families of their own, they began to 
feel more of an immediate need to 
confront the Holocaust because 
they wanted to start passing the sto- 
ries of their parents on to the next

generation. Often, their own par- 
ents began to be more open about 
their past. 


HAIM MAOR, a 37-year-old artist 
and art critic from Kibbutz Givat 
Haim, says that his survivor parents 
have become more willing to talk 
about their experiences with age. 
“More comes out as we get older,” 
he says. “My parents are now less 
concemed that I can’t handle the 
facts.” 

The facts are that both his parents 
spent time in various concentration 
camps. “In my youth the Holocaust 
was ἃ dominant aspect of my life. I 
lived it in the house. I had a grandfa- 
ther who was blinded by the Nazis, 
and an uncle who Jost a leg- because 
of them. I couldn't escape it. I was 
the classic second-generation child. 
My parents were overcaring and 
overprotective. When I dropped 
bread on the floor ἴ had to kiss it, 
‘because we didn’t have any bread 
there.” 

According to Bella Savran, a clin- 
ical social worker for Amcha, the 
National Israeli Centre for Psycho- 
social Support of Survivors of the 
Holocaust and the Second Genera- 
tion, words similar to Maor's are 
heard in second-generation groups 
both here and in the U.S. 

But, she points out, there are 
some differences. In American sec- 
ond-generation groups there is 
greater emphasis on Jewish identity. 
Fur some people, participation in 
these groups is the only way to ex- 


press their Jewish identity.” 

She says that in the U.S. much of 
the time in sessions with children of 
survivors is dedicated to dealing 
with how they feel different from 
the rest of the Jewish community. 
These problems. she said, appear 
less frequenuy in Israel, where Ho- 
locaust survivors were able to inte- 
grate more readily into the society. 


According to Efraim Zuroff, di- 
rector of the Israel office of the Si- 
mon Wiesenthal Centre of Los An- 
geles, when survivors landed in 
America they were viewed as out- 
siders, “greenhorns,” by much of 
the Jewish community. They neither 
spoke the language nor knew the 
customs. 

But in Israel, he says, everyone 
was a “greenhom.” and everyone 
came with a bundle of problems. 
“Consequently, the’ survivors and 
their children here have fewer han- 
gups about being outsiders.” 

But they have more “hangups.” 
Savran says, regarding the “sheep t 
the slaughter” syndrome. She says 
that much energy in Israeli second- 
generation groups is spent trying to 
dispel the notion that the victims, by 
not fighting back, were somebow 
responsible, 

Savran doesnt believe that 
American children of survivors are 
any more psychologically troubled 
by their parents’ experiences than 
Israeli children of survivors. If the 
Americans seem to bring more 
“hangups” with them into their 


groups, Savran says, it is because 
Americans are just more open about 
their problems. 

“Americans simply are more will- 
ing to talk about their neuroses," 
she says. “In Israel, people are in 
general hesitant to talk about their 
pain.” 


BUT NOT ALL those who came to 
the conference, or who are some- 
how connected with second-genera- 
tion groups here, are involved be- 
cause they wish to relieve some 
hidden pain. 

Yitzhak Edelist, a 36-year-old en- 
gineer from Kiron, says his involve- 
ment with second-generation groups 
and his attendance at the conference 
have nothing to do with any per- 
sonel problems he has with his par- 
ents’ past or with the Holocaust. 

“E don’t feel different from my 
peers in any way. Although both my 
parents are survivors, I didn't grow 
up in a home where the Holocaust 
was constantly felt. We didn't talk 
about it much.” 4 

Edelist says he did not come to 
the conference for any social or psy- 
chological reason, but rather “to un- 
derstand more about the Holocaust 
and the lessons that we can draw 
from it. I also felt that it was symbol- 
ic to come here. It is important for 
the second generation to show that 
they care and are involved.” 

Because, he asks, who will show 
an interest in the Holocaust if not 
the sons and daughters of those who 
survived? 
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Stealing the Holocaus

THE HOLOCAUST is not only be- 
ing denied -- it is also being stolen. 
This startling statement was made 
‘Wednesday by philosophy professor 
Emil L. Fackenheim, speaking at 
the First International Jerusalem 
Conference of Children of Holo- 
caust Survivors. 

One of the thieves is PLO chief 
‘Yasser Arafat. When he addressed 
the UN General Assembly in No- 
vember 1974, he cited six million as 
the number of Arab victims of Israe- 
li aggression. In Geneva recently, be 
again used six million as the number 
of Palestinian Arabs entitled to self- 
determination. 

“Once again,” said Fackenheim, 
“‘nobody understood how he arrived 
at this figure. One thing is clear, 
however, Whether or not Arafat has 
changed his policies in other re- 
he is still at — the 
theft of the Holocaust from the Jew- 


Jews, Fackenheim said, They do this 
when they deny the Jewish particu- 
larity of the Holocaust and say that 
it happened to humanity in general. 
He recalled how during the 1982 
Lebanon war Time ine com- 
pared Arafat and his men in belea- 
guered Beirut to the Warsaw Ghetto 
and intimated that there might be 
another Holocaust. 


The liberals are weak on passion, 
Fackenheim said. “They can’t stand 
the scandal of particularity.” For 
those who see Arafat as a terrorist 
there are the others who consider 
him a freedom fighter. To liberals 
there are always two sides to every- 
thing, the Arabs being the other side 
to the Holocaust. “But there is no 
other side to the Holocaust.” 

For Jews to be refugees, Facken- 
heim continued, is 2 common occur- 
rence; but when they cause Arabs to 
become refugees it is news. “When 
we go into exile, we blame our- 
selves; but when Arabs go into ex- 
ile, they blame us.” 

Outlining the history of anti-Sem- 
itism, Fackenheim quoted from 
Raul Hilberg's seminal 1961 book, 
The Destruction of the European 
Jews. “The missionary Christians 
said in effect: you have no right to 
live among us as Jews. The secular 
rulers who followed aimed: 
you have no right to live among us. 
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The German Nazis at last decreed: 
you have no right to live.” : 

In the beginning was the word, 
quoted Fackenheim, explaining the 
emergence of the term anti-Semi- 
tism. He said that in the 19th centu- 
ry it was no longer fashionable to 
describe the Jews as Christ-killers, 
As a result, a term that sounded 
scientific — or even philosophical ~ 
had to be found: anti-Semitism. 
‘There was no such thing as Semitism 
— only Semitic languages: but the 
term was important as a code-word. 

The Jews were accused of being 
cliquish or anti-cliquish; capitalists 
or leftists. When it was argued that 
the Jews could not be both. the re- 
ply was that they only pretended to 
be either; their secret plot was to 
rule the world. “The devil has a 
logic of his own.” 
FACKENHEIM’S lecture was 
called: ‘‘Anti-Zionism: anti-Semi- 
tism resurrected after the Holo- 
caust.” 

In the resume of his lecture print~ 
ed in the conference programme. 
Fackenheim quotes Jean Paul Sar- 
tre, who described anti-Semitism as 
not an “opinion" but a criminal pas- 
sion, the goal of which is the death 
of the Jew. “Decent” anti-Semites 
had always disguised their true goal, 
often even from themselves. After 
the Holocaust, nearly everyone de- 
nied being an anti-Semite, often 
even to himself. 

Yet one form of anti-Semitism, 
writes Fackenheim, never vanished 
at all — the’ non-recognition of the 
Holocaust as a Jewish catastrophe. 
For leftist anti-Semites, the Holo- 
caust had happened, but to human- 
ity in general. For rightist anti-Sem- 
ites it never happened at all. For the 
leftists, the Jews are “selfish” if they 
remember the Holocaust as a Jewish 
disaster; indeed, if they survive as 
Jews. For the rightists, the Jews are 
conspirators when they maintain 
there was a Holocaust. These neo- 
Nazis say, in effect, that there never 
was a Holocaust - and that Hitler 
should have finished the job. 

More widespread than these 
forms is anti-Zionism, concludes 
Fackenheim. The traditional anti- 
Semite seeks the death of the Jew. 
The post-Holocaust anti-Semite 
seeks the death of the Jewish state. 

Zionists today disagree about al- 
most everything, agreeing perhaps 
only on this, that the Jewish state 
must survive in security. Hence a 
post-Holocaust antj-Zionist is by 
definition an anti-Semite.

This moment of crisis does not 
pass without a dramatic confronta- 
tion which stamps its mark on the 
entire future of the children of Isra- 
6]. It is not mentioned directly in 
Scripture itself, but is recounted in 
the Talmud and in many early mid- 
rashim and im. It revolves 
around the verse from Tora (Deu- 
teronomy 6:4). well known by its 
opening words: Shma Yisrael, 
“Hear, O Israel!” 

What actually is the Ska? What 
gave it its centrality in Judaism? 
And when does that centrality 
begin? : : : 

“It is a call to humanity for peace, 

- at the same time, a battle cry for 

* Israel... It is the ultimate of cultural 
evolution. It is the raison etre of 
the Jew... It is the ancient yet divine 
mission of the Jew today” (Munk, 
The World of Prayer, p. 111). 

“It is Israel's confession of faith... 
sounding the keynote of Judaism” 
(Birnbaum, Hasiddur Hashaiem, p. 
76). ΩΝ 

“It is Judaism's greatest contribu- 
tion to the religious thought of man- 
kind” (Brasch, The Unknown Sanc- 


tuary, p. 166), “Its watchword” . 


(J.H. Hertz prayerbook). 

“It is the climax of Jewish pray- 
er... A vast literature has grown up 
around these words, but exactly 
what they do mean... no one can be 
quite certain... To say, as some do, 
that this is a declaration of the unity 
of God, a statement of belief in 
monotheism, is to pull it entirely out 
of focus” (Evelyn Garfiel, The Ser- 


Oath of fidelity 
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pledge of allegiance to One God, 
and affirmation of Judaism... It is 
the first ‘Prayer’ that children are 
taught to say. It is the last utterance 
of martyrs... It is said when our lives 
are full of hope: it is said when all 
hope is gone and the end is near... 
Whether in moments of joy or de- 
spair, in thankfulness or in resigna- 
tion, it is the expression of Jewish 
conviction, the historic prociama- 
tion of Judaism's central creed” 
(Hayim Halevy Donin, To Pray as a 
Jew, p. 144). 

Rabbi Menachem Kasher (the au- 
thor of the popular biblical encyclo- 
pedia Tora Shiema) compiled an en* 
tire volume of 360 large-sized pages 
dealing exclusively with the one 
verse of the Shima, and Rabbi Louis 
Jacobs devoted many erudite pages 
in his book on the Principles of the 
Jewish Faith in trying to elucidate 
the subtle theological nuances of the 
one-ness of God as they appear in 
this verse. 

Despite all this. there is to this 
day not one accepted English trans- 
lation (nor for that matter, in any 
other language) that renders the 
precise meaning of this terse sen- 
tence which is indeed awkwardly 
put, or perhaps deliberately ambig- 
uous, even in the original Hebrew. 

It is usually rendered as: Hear, O 
Israel, the Lord our God, the Lord is 
One. Why repeat “the Lord”? The 
translation based on the Greek im- 
proves this somewhat, making it 
into two statements: “Hear, O Isra- 
el, the Lord is our God, the Lord is 
One.” ἢ 

The Anglican version, “The Lord 
our God is one God,” is also found 
in Jewish sources, but is not accept- 
ed because it might mean one God 
out of many. Leopold Zunz, one of 
the fathers of modem Judaic schol- 
arship, has in his translation of the’ 
Bible: “Hear, O Israel, the eternal 


And the medieval Ibn Ezra sug- 
gests: “Hear, O Israel, the Lord is 
our God, the Lord alone” (so also in 
the new JPS translation). However, 
that does not reflect the original He- 
brew. If “alone” were meant, the 
Hebrew would have been /evado 
and not ehad. Moffatt in his English 
translation goes away from the origi- 
nal: “Listen, Israel, the eternal 
alone is our God" which might be a 
good commentary, but I doubt 
whether it can be considered a direct 
translation. : 

No less innovative is the recent 
Orthodox rendition in the Artscroll 
prayerbook: “Hear, O Israel, Ha- 
shem is our God, Hashem the One 
and Only.” 

And finally the hassidic interpre- 
tive translation which brought in a 
new mystical twist‘to the declara- 
tion. Adonai ehad. “the Lord is 
one,” means that the Lord is the one 
and only living being that exists. He 
is the substance and essence of exis- 
tence, everything else is nil. 


WE CAN GO on and on listing the 
lofty meanings attributed to the 
Shma — but we shall never get to 
understand the place that it has ac- 
tually occupied in the life of Jews 
and Judaism for thousands of years. 
Isit a “central prayer”? Of course it 
is, but it is much more than that. Is it 
a “confession of faith,” a bold state- 
ment proclaiming the theology of 
monotheism? Of course it is, but it is 
much more than that! “A keynote”? 
“A clarion call"? “A watchword”? 

_In order to grasp the place of

those six words “‘Shma Yisrael, ado- 
nai eloheinu, adonai ehad,” one 
must leave the formal context in 
which they were first said, or where 
they now appear in the liturgy or 


elsewhere, and them exis-. 
’ tentially, ‘as an electrifying motto 


myteriously passed down from gen- 
eration to generation, from the mo- 
ment the people of Israel emerge on 
the scene to this very day. For many 
generations they were the last words 
uttered by the martyrs who chose to 

down their lives out of love and 
fidelity to Judaism and the Jewish 
people; but they knew that, al- 
though last, they would not be lost. 
Addressed to Israel who is linked to 
the Eternal, there would always be 
someone “to listen” and carry on 
the message on the waves of the sea 
of eternity. 

Tt was with those six words that 
Jews from time immemorial went 
out to encounter the mighty idola- 
trous empires of the past as well as 
the hostile superpowers in the pre- 
sent. The words of the Shma were 
inscribed as a mezuza on the door 
posts of every Jewish home and hid- 
den in small leather boxes of the 
tefillin with which the Jew prayed 
daily. 

The rabbis understood very well 
the real meaning of the words of the 
Shma when they attributed them not 
only to Moses’ declaration at the 
end of the days of wandering in the 
wilderness prior to entering the 
Promised Land, but to an altogether 
different setting, much earlier in the 
formation of the people. 

As Jacob-Israel is about to die in 
the land of Egypt. he gathers his 
sons together. Powerful heads of 
tribes, rooted now after more than 
two centuries in a strange land and 
foreign culture. He wishes to share 
with them a vision of the future, but

based government. “He (Shamir) 
realises there will have to be talks at 
some stage and it will. no doubt, be 
easier for him to handle with a 
broad-based government. 
Realistically. however, I don’t be- 
lieve Shamir will meet my expecta- 
tions or those of Palestinians gener- 
ally, unless there is severe pressure 


from the Americans, wherein lies 


our hope. 

Nevertheless, the retired. school- 
teacher said his heart was weighed 
down with sorrow for all those, Pal- 
estinians and Jews. who had died

“There is an expression that the 
darkest hour is just before dawn. 
My fear is that this wil! be proved 
true in the case of the territories and 
there will be an escalation of vio- 
lence and more people will die, as 
happened in Vietnam in the last 
stages before the American with- 
drawal,” he explained. 

“What occurred in Nablus recent- 
ly, which was nothing short of a 
massacre, might be an indication of 
things to come in the next few 
months. This is what I fear, even 
though I can see that the dawn (and 
the end of the occupation) is near. 

“If I said I could divorce myself 
from my feelings I would be a liar. 
For that reason, we won’t be cele- 
brating Christmas in the same spirit 
as previous years,” he lamented. 

“People feel the pain and heart- 
ache of the deaths and injuries. We 
are human beings, not actors. “The 
fact that the Americans are now 


holding direct talks with the PLO is 
truly a Christmas gift, but its still 
only talks. The best present of all 
would be direct negotiations be- 
tween Israel and the PLO, but that 
it still a long way off.

The apnosphere in the Mahully 
household appeared to pervade 
Kafr Yasif’s Christian community 
who compose over half of the vil- 
lage’s 6,000 population. Very few of” 
the houses displayed outward signs 
of the holiday. while shops selling 
toys, Christmas trees and decora- 
tions reported virtually no trade. 

“People are upset because of the 
intifada and what's been happening 
in the territories, in addition to the 
effects of the economic situation.” 
declared shopkeeper Odette Yawer. 

“Of the two factors, it is the inti- 
fada that effects people most. They 
don’t feel they can celebrate and go 
out and have a good time when their 
brethren are suffering,” she said. 

Normally parents would have 
placed massive orders for toys at 
‘Yawer's shop, leaving them to be 
delivered to their homes on Christ- 
mas Eve by somebody dressed as 
Santa Claus. This year, however, 
the white bearded, rosy-cheeked 
figure, ringing his beil, is unlikely to 
make an appeareance on the streets 


of Kafr Yasif. 

Yawer said insufficient people 
had purchased toys to make the an- 
nual “visitation” by Father Christ- 
mas worthwhile. Nevertheless. she 
was optimistic that next year. God 
willing, the situation and the atmo- 
spheré would be different. 

“We hope there will be peace and 
then everything will change.” said 
Yawer, She was interrupted by her 
mother-in-law Asmeh Yawer. sud- 
denly rising from the chair she had 
been occupying in the cramped 
store. “I pray there will be peace, so 
that next Christmas 1 will be able to 
visit my relatives in Lebanon.” she 
beseeched, raising her arms in the 
air. 

Local council chairman Nimr 
Murkos summarized the attitudes of 
residents, Christians and Moslems 
alike. “In normal days the holiday is 
celebrated with joy, happiness and 
parties, in homes and halls. This 
year, the same as last Christmas, 
there is not the same atmosphere 
because of the ongoing deaths in the 
territories,” said Murkos, himself a 
Christian. 

“There may be a few, who don’t 
care or want to ignore what's going 
on around them, who will celebrate 
Christmas in the usual way, but they 
are a small minority. The rest of us 
cannot close our eyes and ears to the 
continuing bloodletting and carry on 
as if nothing has ,"" added 
Murkos, a member of the commu- 
nist-led Democratic Front for Peace 
and Equality (Hadash). 

.Mahully himself was born and 
raised in Kafr Yasif as 2 member of 
the Greek Orthodox community. 
He remembers his family fleeing 
from the village in the 1948 War of 
Independence. Some villagers made 
their way to Lebanon, but the ma- 
jority returned, his family among 
them. 

“I see myself as an Israeli citizen 
because this is my homeland. At the 
same time I'm a Palestinian, regard- 
less of my religious identity, and 
everything that happens to the Pal- 
estinians affects me. If a Palestinian 
State will arise alongside Israel] 1 will 
be delighted, but 1 will stay here.” 
he said,

Reservations have picked up nice- 
ly for the Hyatt, which for most of 
the year has suffered the hollow 
emptiness of an abandoned palace. 
“It's much better than we thought a 
month ago,” said hotel spokesman 
Ezra Astruc, who had not anticipat- 
ed a 70% occupancy. But the hotel, 
in addition to a Christmas group 
from France and a couple of TV 
crews who are in Israel to cover 
Christmas celebrations in the coun- 
try, received a welcome boost from 
the United Jewish Appeal. Three 
hundred rooms have been taken up 
by a UJA Family Mission. 

On the other hand, smaller Jew- 
ish-operated hotels overlooking the

The 
Laromme has a 75% occupancy be- 
tween now and the New Year, an 
the Ramada Renaissance, 50%. 
picking up to 75-80% between De- 
cember 29 and 31. But the reprieve 
will be short-lived. January, predicts 
manager Yoram Gordon,- will be 
“catastrophic.” The hotel's reve- 
nues this year have depended large- 
ly on Israelis.

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The aborted anti-Khomeini coup 


IN MARCH 1985, Israeli Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres heard, 
througti an intricate web of connec- 
Uons running from Teheran to Saudi 
Arabia through Paris and London to 
Jerusalem, that Iran was interested 
in buying weapons from Israel. 
According ‘to the reports that 
reached him, the Iranian leadership 
headed by Ayatollah Rubollah Kho- 
mMeini was not as monolithic as it 
seemed from the outside. There 
ie appareatly. a faction of moder- 
opposed to the excesses of the 
. fundamentalist Islamic regime, and 
its members hoped to win them- 
selves prestige and influence by ob- 


. tainmg for their country’s army the 


weapons and spare parts it badly 
needed in order to pursue its war 
with Iraq. They wanted American 
components, both because of their 
Superior quality and because they 
had to obtain spare parts compatible 
with the U.S.-supplied equipment 
left over from the Shah's days. 

The U.S., boycotting all trade 
with Iran because Lranian-backed 
‘Shi'ite ‘térrorist groups in Lebanon 
were holding six Americans hos- 
tages, would uot sell. The {ranian 
government professed unending 
hostility to the Jewish state — but 
Israel had large supplies of Ameri- 
can arms. There were those in the 
Iranian leadership, the story went, 
interested in knowing whether Isra- 
ΕἸ would do business. 

In order to find out whether the 


‘intelligence was genuine’ and the 


proposal a realistic one, Peres need- 
ed the help of men who had long 
experience with Iran and its people. 
He had one such man on his staff -- 
his-sdience and technology adviser, 
ΑἹ Schwimmer. After hearing of the 
Teports. from Peres, Schwimmer 
consulted his friend and business 
partner Ya’acov Nimrodi. 

Colonel (Res.) Ya'acov Nimrodi 
was the more experienced of the 
two. Twenty-five of his 62 years had 
been spent in Teheran, spread over 
three periods of his career. He had 
been a representative of the immi- 
gration department of the Jewish 
Agency, the Israeli army's first atta- 
ché in Teheran, and later a success- 
ful businessman there. This gave 
him firsthand knowledge of how Ira- 
nians lived and thought. 


BORN IN IRAQ in 1926, Nimrodi 
had come to Jerusalem when only 10 
days old. As one of 11 children, he 
was sent out to work early to help 
support the family. At the age of 16 
he was drafted into the Hagana. Flu- 
ent in Arabic, Nimrodi was assigned 
to a unit of the elite Palmah forces 


’ that was sent on missions in neigh- 


bouring Arab countries. His accom-

After the establishment of the State 
of Israel, Nimrodi became an officer 
in the Israel Defence Force’s intelli- 
gence service. 

In the summer of 1955 Nimrodi 
and his wife, Rivka, went-to Tehe- 
ran as representatives of the Jewish 
Agency, to assist in the immigration 
of Iranian Jews to Israel. Nimrodi 


_ returned to Israel in the summer of 


1958, but not for long. It was during 
those days that the first links be- 
tween Israel and Iran were being 
established. General Ali Kia, the 


. chief of Iranian military intelli- 
τ gence, visited Israel and Nimrodi 


was introduced to him. Kia, wanting 


. to foster military links between the

two countries, suggested that Israel 
send a liaison officer, later to be- 
come a military attaché, to Tehe- 
ran. Nimrodi became ne bee 
army’s representative in Iran, an 
left Yor Teheran in March 1960.

Upon returning to Israel in 1970, 
Nimrodi resigned from the army and 
entered business. He soon returned 
to Teheran for the third time...to 
represent Israeli arms manufactur- 
ers in Teheran..and it was long be- 
fore he felt thoroughly at home with 
the Iranian business community.

throughout the Middle East. 


THE IRANIAN Revolution of Feb- 
Tuary 1979 was a severe foreign poli- 
cy setback for both the U.S. and 
Israel. Khomeini’s Islamic theology 
labelled them as demon countries, 
at the root of all evil in the world 
--Yet there were also reasons for 
trying to reach a modus vivendi with 
whoever Iran’s rulers were, even if 
oy μὸν virulent Israel-haters. For 

ν Iran was Strategically impor- 
tant like Ethiopia and Torkey, ἕως 
‘to its location on the perimeter of 
the Arab world. Israel had long fos- 
tered economic and military cooper- 
ation with Iran, even though the two 
countries never exchanged ambassa- 
dors.’ As a result, Israel, like the 
U.S., never gave up hope of regain- 
ing a certain measure of influence in 
tran, as it had bad during the Shah's 
reign. Iran's strategic importance; 
Its economic potential; and its tradi- 
tional enmity with Iraq, Arab coun- 
tries in general, and Russia, all 
made it worthwhile for Israel and 
the Western powers to keep an eye 
on what was going on in Teheran 
and not abandon it to the USSR, 
Syria and Libya. 


ISRAEL HAS HAD a long tradi- 
tion of using military aid to establish 
relations with countries that pre- 
ferred not to maintain normal diplo- 


matic ties with the Jewish state. Isra- ° 


el found this method successful with 
the Shah's Iran and with Haile Se- 
lassie's Ethiopia, and carried on 
from there throughout Africa, Asia 
and Latin America. 

Tt turned out to be applicable to 
Khomeini’s Iran as well. At the be- 
ginning of 1980, a few months after 
Iranian “students” and Revolution- 
ary Guards took over the American 
Embassy compound in Teheran, 
Prime Minister Menachem Begin 
approved a shipment of tyres for 
Phantom fighter planes, as well as 
small amounts of weapons for the 
Iranian army. This shipment was the 
subject of an angry exchange be- 
tween President Carter and Begin. 
eal, ΠΕΣ insisted, bir not to 

ip military equipment to Iran until 
the hostages were released. 

After the election of Ronald Rea- 
gan and the release of the American 
h on January 19, 1981, Israei 
and the countries of Western Eu- 
rope considered thmselves no long- 
er bound by the sanctions imposed 
by the Carter administration. As a 

uence, an Israeli arms dealer 
(not Nimrodi) closed a small con- 
tract with Iran in July 1981, through 
the agencies of a French finn. 

An Israeli plane with 100 106mm. 
cannon on board took off for Lisbon 
that same month. In Lisbon the car- 
go was transferred to an lranAir 
plane. But before the second ship- 
ment was made Khudari absconded 
with $56 million belonging to the 
Iranian government. Despite this, 
the shipments continued. A British 
arms agent chartered a small Argen- 
tinjan cargo plane that answered to 
the radio call Yankee Romeo 224. 
After making 2 night landing in Am- 
sterdam, the plane arrived in Tel 
Aviv. On July 11 it took of for Tehe- 
ran, making a refuelling stop in Cy- 
prus. While in Turkish airspace the 
pilot, Stuart Macafferty, told the 
Ankara air control tower that he 
was carrying a cargo of “fruit and 
vegetables” to Teheran. 

‘The plane completed its journey 
and then returned to Israel, taking, 
off again three days later with an 
additional shipment to Teheran. On 
July 18 Macafferty took off for his 
third run. On this way back, howev- 
er, he strayed from his route over 
Turkey and crashed over the bor- 
der, in the USSR. The cause of the 
accident remains a mystery, but the 
tesult was the exposure of the arms 
link between Israel and Iran, even 
though both countries categorically 
denied it. The publicity, however, 
did not put an end to the trade. In 
May 1982, Israeli minister of de- 
fence Ariel Sharon informed the 
American secretaries of state and 
defence, Alexander Haig and Cas- 
par Weinberger, that Israel had 
signed another arms deal with Iran. 

The only reaction the U.S. made 
to the deal was to warn Israel not to 
supply iran with American-made 
weaponry, or with weaponstontain- 
ing American components. This 
limitation was not a serious one for 
Israel (though it was for fran) — the 
war in Lebanon had left Israel with 
huge quantities of Soviet arms taken 
from the PLO and eee ee 

rrilla ups. Since the δὶ 
Befence Forces are equipped for the 
most part with American arms, it 
was natural for Israel to try to sell 
what it could not use. 


IN SEPTEMBER 1982, Arie! Shar- 
on received another Iranian request 
for weapons — but this time it was 
not from the’ Khomeini regime. It 
came from a group of former Irani- 
an, military men, supporters of the 
pretender to the Peacock Throne — 
Reza, the fallen Shah's son. Nim- 
rodi and Schwimmer told their Sau- 
di friend, Adnan Khashoggi, about 
their conversation with the young 
Reza. Khashoggi was the son of the 
late King Ton-Sand’s private physi- 
cian. He had reaped millions as a 
middieman in arms sales between 
American companies and the Saudi 
Toyal family. He was a man with

contacts im high places. He had met, 
in tum, with Presidents Nixon, Ford 
and Carter. Never an official envoy 
_of the Saudi government, that coun- 
try’s rulers had always been of two 
minds about him. Some saw him as a 
traitor because of his connections 
with Israel and the United States, 
and took exception to his ostenta- 
tious life-style. Others were im- 
pressed by his vision and the energy 
with which he accomplished his 
business. 

According to Khashoggi, he first 
became acquainted with the former 
director-general of the Israeli for- 
eign ministry, David Kimche, in 
Paris, when the latter was the Euro- 
pean representative of the Mossad, 
Israel's intelligence service. It was, 
however, through ΑἹ Schwimmer 
that he came to know figures in the 
Israeli government. Khashoggi was 
a great believer in Israel's scientific 
and technological capabilities, and 
in his discussions with the Israelis, 
be said he hoped that Israel could 
influence American policy in the 
Persian Gulf. 

The (pro-Reza) conspirators 
thought that the plan could not suc- 
ceed without Israel’s help... The Ira- 
hians submitted their request in 
writing and said that the U.S. knew 
about their plans. CLA Director 
William Casey had, they claimed, 
given them the go-ahead, When the 
two Iranian generals came to Israel, 
Sharon saw their request as an op- 
portunity to rid himself of his excess 
Soviet weaponry and thereby re- 
duce the price tag on the war in 
Lebanon. Sharon, it should be not- 
ed, did not believe that a royalist 
revolution could succeed in Iran in 
the absence of support from within 
the country. He saw no harm, how- 
ever, in the conspirators’ request to 
buy in Israel $800m. worth of Leba- 
nese spoils and send it off to Sudan. 
Despite American support, the 
planned counter-revojution never 
took place. Certain Israeli officials 
were unalterably opposed to getting 
involved. 

After Sharon resigned from the 
defence ministry and after Mena- 
chem Begin’s (retirement), Prime 
Minister Shamir and Sharon’s suc- 
cessor, Moshe Arens, were wary of 
getting involved in any new venture 
m Iran. They displayed a distinct 
lack of enthusiasm toward the shah- 
in-exile’s plan and washed their 
hands of the matter. This was the 
last time that Israet seriously consid- 
ered a request for aid from the Irani- 
an monarchists. From that point on- 
ward the Israeli government 
accepted the Islamic Revolution as 
an established fact and tried with 
determination to find a way into the 
hearts of those elements likely to be 
Khomeini's heirs. 

In the fall of 1984 it looked as if 
Khomeini's revolution had burnt it- 
self out. The time had come, it 
seemed, for Israel, the U.S.. and the 
rest of the industrialized world to 
take a new look at fran. The war 
with Icaq continued, but neither side 


could hope for victory in the fore- 
seeable future. It was against this 
background that, in the fall of 1984, 
Adnan Khashoggi met the Iranian 
arms dealer Manucher Ghorbanifar 
in Hamburg. 


GHORBANIFAR PRESENTED 
himself as “chief of Lranian jntelli- 
gence in Europe,” and devoted 
much of his conversation to the 
Iran-Iraq war. Had Iraq continued 
its string of early victories, there 
would have been a military coup 
against Khomeini. But Iran had con- 
tained the Iraqi attack and, since 
May 1982, had reversed Iraq's vic- 
tories. The two superpowers and 
countries m the Middle East had 
done all they could to perpetuate 
the war and so exhaust both coun- 
tries. The war, Ghorbanifar argued, 
presented tremendous economic op- 
portunities to the U.S. and other 
industrialised countries, since only 
they had the resources to recon- 
struct both nations. And, of course, 
Iran and Iraq would need huge 
quantities of weapons to re-equip 
their armies. Ghorbanifar estimated 
that reconstruction would cost 3200 
billion. In his opinion, the U.S. 
should be as interested in resuming

its friendship with Iran as Iran 
should be about getting American 
help. The U.S. should not miss this 
opportunity. 

This last revelation was the most 
important. Ever since Khomeini 
had come to power. his plans for 
exporting his Islamic Revolution 
had bung over the Gulf countries 
like the sword of Damocies. In addi- 
tion to the fact that 200.000 Iranians 
lived in other Gulf countries and 
could form a potential fifth column, 
a large portion of the population of 
each Gulf country belonged to the 
Shivite Moslem sect. Khashoggi 
took Ghorbanifar to Saudi Arabia in 
his private plane and arranged for a 
meeting with Saudi officials. The 
Saudis agreed to fund a small arms 
deal carried out through Khashoggi 
and Ghorbanifar. The Saudi deci- 
sion led to the first contact between 
Ghorbanifar and Israel. 

Khashoggi (told Schwimmer) in 
utmost seriousness: “All I can tell 
you at this point is that King Fahd 
and Prince Sultan know about this 
meeting (in Israel) and gave me 
their blessing.“ The conversation 
was very general and noncommittal. 
Khashoggi recommended Ghorban- 
ifar and related that he had intro- 
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duced him to King Fahd. He asked 
that Israel sound out the Americans. 

In March 1985, Nimrodi met 
Ghorbanifar again. this time in Ge- 
neva. This conversation was more 
businesslike and lasted for a few 
hours. Nimrodi decided he was deal- 
ing with one of the most colourful 
and devious men he had ever met. 
Ghorbanifar’s work in the Iranian 
secret service did not live up to his 
expectations and did not satisfy his 
desire to get rich quickly. He left 


. and went into business...His busi- 


ness connection with Israel led to 
suspicion that Ghorbanifar was an 
Israeli spy. He was not. Israeli intel- 
ligence did not trust him. In his con- 
versation with Nimrodi, Ghorbani- 
far said that the people were tiring 
of the war and ready to return to the 
embrace of the West. The question 
was whether the United States 
would be willing to resume talking 
to Iran. 


AFTER THIS MEETING, 
Schwimmer and Nimrodi met with 
Peres and reported that Ghorbani- 
far was interested in buying weap- 
ons and food from Israel in the 
amount of $2 billion. The prime 
minister had doubts about supplying 
arms ‘and suggested selling only 
food. Ghorbanifar was disappoint- 
ed. He said that what Iran now 
needed was arms. He gave Nimrodi 
and Schwimmer a detailed list of 
weapons and ammunition he wished 
to purchase from Israe}. At Schwim- 
mer's suggestion, Peres allowed 
Ghorbanifar and Cyrus Hashemi to 
visit Israel, in order to assess them: 
and test the:r reliability. ν 

In order te prove his reliability. 
Ghorbanifar telephoned Mohsen 
Kengarlou, the Iranian deputy 
prime minister, from Nimrodi's 
home. Ghorbanifar told Kengarlou 
that he was speaking from ‘the tand 
of citrus fruit” and was “working 
hard" on the subjects they had 
agreed upon. Those who listened to 
the conversation received the im- 
pression that Ghorbanifar was 
speaking to the prime minister's of- 
fice in Teheran, and that his con- 
tacts were aware of the kind of con- 
nections he had in Israel. 

Ghorbanifar having proved him- 
self, the Israelis began going over 
the shopping list he had submitted. 
Hoping to encourage a positive re- 
sponse, Ghorbanifar made a tempt- 
ing offer. In exchange for the weap- 
ons, he said, Iran would be willing 
to give Israel a Soviet T-72 tank (a 
“tractor,” in Israeli military por- 
lance). The Iranian army had cap- 
tured three such tanks from Iraq. 
The offer was very attractive. Nev- 
ertheless, he did not receive an im- 
mediate response (from Israel). 

(Meanwhile) the CLA described 
him as “ἃ talented fabricator” and 
as a man who mixed imagination 
with reality, and on July 25, 1984. 
the CLA notified its stations all over 
the world not to have anything to do 
with Ghorbanifar, and to consider 
him “an intelligence fabricator and a 
nuisance.’ Another cloud bung 
over Ghorbanifar's personal trust- 
worthiness. At the beginning of 
1980, after he had escaped to Eu- 
rope and moved from Hamburg to 
Paris, he established ties with the 
Iranian royalists and joined the fac- 
tion led by Shahpour Bakhtiar, the 
Shah's last prime minister. Bakhtiar 
organized an operation code-named 
“Nojeh” that set up a military force 
in Iraq to topple Khomeini. He ap- 
pointed Ghorbanifar “ordnance 
chief’ of the conspiracy. Then 
Ghorbanifar delivered the whole 
conspiracy into the hands of the 
Khomeini regime. 

In exchange for his “loyalty,” 
Khomeini pardoned Ghorbanifar’s 
sins from the Shah's days and his 
membership in the Savak, and Lrani- 
an intelligence began to liaise with 
him in Europe. This allowed him to 
make frequent visits to Teheran and 
establish contact with the country’s 
new leaders. 


PERES TOOK several days to pon- 
der whether and how to react to the 


Iranian approach. From Israel's 
point of view there was lite differ- 
ence between Khomeini’s regime in 
Iran and Saddam Hussein's regime 
in Iraq. They were both extreme 
and hostile governments. The hest 
result in Israel's eyes, therefore, was 
a stalemate that would scriously 
weaken both countries for a long 
time. If one side were to win, how- 
ever, the Israeli defence establish- 
ment preferred that it be Iran. 


Over the course of the war the 
Iraqi army had grown dramatically. 
It now had some 40 divisions - more 
than the combined strength οἱ Syria. 
Jordan and Egypt. it Red also 
gained experience and expertise in 
the creation, operation and mainte- 
nance of large forces. Even if but a 
third of its armed strength was at- 
moured or mechanized, Iraq could 
organize an expeditionary force of 
12 divisions — the number of stund- 
ing armies in Syria and Jordan com- 
bined.

Nimrodi took 
care of all these arrangements in 
order to give the Israeli government 
the capacity to deny its involvement.

AWAY FROM the beating of the 
distant drums, there was home- 
grown theatre in a minor key this 
week in the new sitcom “Yes - 
whar?,” revolving round the for- 
tunes of an Israeli military man sur- 
rounded by a houseful of women. 
And when he escapes thankfully to 
army service, he is dominated by an 
lank female assistant. Besides the 
banality and the crudity of some of 
the humour, the playing is way over 
the top. The situation has possibili- 
ties — as does Gidi Gov’'s anti-macbo 
portrayal of the soldier anti-hero. 
Less canned laughter and more of 
the well-observed irony might yet 
lift this show. 

Back in documentary mode, On 
Wheels this week demonstrated how 
many lives could be saved on the 
country’s highways if more barriers 
were installed to separate the car- 


riageways. The so-called “New Jer- - 


sey”-type concrete blocks are 
shaped in such a way that a car 
veering off towards the opposite car- 
Tiageway is retumed to its original 
course with minimum loss_of con- 
trol: head-on collisions, such as the 
one that killed Knesset Member Mi- 
cha Reiser, are thereby averted. But 
there are still no barriers on about 
60 kilometres of highway, a situa- 
tion that could be remedied at a 
projected cost of $4m.-$6m.

Mabar, but even what they are say- 
ing about Israel on European and 
American newscasts. People of 
strong will may manage to avoid the 
temptation to look at mewscasts 
when they have excellent reception 
on several stations. I could not 
achieve this singular feat. 

One item pertinent to the future 
of Taba 1 only saw at home on the 
night of my return to Jerusalem -- 
this showed Egyptians and Israelis 
solemnly placing border markers in 
position. Nobody in Taba breathed 
a word about this -- if they knew 
about it, which I doubt.

On Wheels, however, can some- 
times exert influence on the powers 
that be. A report six months ago on 
the disgraceful condition of the Mas- 
mia road, from Nachshon to δ᾿ ἐπι, 
got the bulldozers and steamrollers 
out. All the potholes and jig-saw 
cracks are gone now — the entire 
stretch has been resurfaced or re- 
built. Here lives will be saved. 

Ram Evron in This is the Time 
tackled the question of how much 
store we can set by Arafat's promise 
to renounce terror. His guest ‘was 
the former deputy chief of the Gen- 
and Security Service, Revven Ha- 
Firstly, Hazak pointed out, Ara- 
fat had not promised to end the 
intifada or the terror against Israeli 
“military ."" And even if he 
did, he would have problems con- 
trolling the rejectionists. In this con- 
text, Hazak noted that there had 
been reports that Arafat might help 
the Americans with intelligence 
gathering against the rival groups.

Not content to remain an 
objective onlooker, “history.” Sha- 

- mir said, “was trying to, repeat it- 
self.” Hutzpa! 

Michael Karpin in Second Look 
disagreed about the whole world be- 
ing against us. It was not true, he 
told us, that foreign TV crews pre- 
sented a one-sided picture of the 
goings-on in the territories. To 
prove his point, he brought some in- 
depth coverage of Israel's 40th anni- 
versary. And true, there was sympa- 
thy for the predicament of the 
taunted young soldiers, with little 
training in riot control or policing. 

But the high point was an inter- 
view between Defence Minister Ra- 
bin and a tough-minded British 
journalist concerned about Israeli 
against Palestinian prison- 
ers. An angered Rabin refused to go 
into details, implying merely that 
the British in Northern Ireland were 
no better. 


Somehow this did not seem fully 
to address the question. Nor was the 
interviewer convinced. And while 
ne one perhaps was setting out de- 
liberately to malign Israel, the re- 
sults of a Swedish public opinion 
poll were instructive. Support for 
Israel bad dropped from ἃ high 
point of about 50 per cent in 1973 to 
about 20 per cent today, Karpin’s 
point, though, was that this was not 
because of media coverage, but be- 
cause of the events themselves. 

History, he seemed to be saying, 
helps those who help themselves. 
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“Of course we are going to stay 
here,” he asserted confidently. 
“Whatever they decide, we will stl 
be here. We will always be here.” 

He conceded that there had been 
talks with him about what would 
happen if the Egyptians took over 
Taba, and that various suggestions 
had been made to him. He would 
not go into details, but repeated, 
“Don't worry. We will always be 
here."

own. 
Two leading candidates are 
thought to be assistant director-gen- 
eral Arye Levin, a seasoned diplo- 
mat who heads the ministry’s re- 
search division, and the assistant 
director-general for North America, 
Eitan Bentsur. 

Others who have been mentioned 
include the current deputy director- 


general. Yeshayahu Anug, the for-- 


mer consul-general in Hongkong, 
Reuven Merhay, the coordinator of 
activities in Lebanon, Uri Lubrani, 
and a former ambassador to Cairo, 
Moshe Sasson. Arens's media advis- 
er, Daniel Naveh, will join the for- 
eign minister's bureau. 


The Foreign Ministry has not had 
a director-general from its own 
ranks for over 10 years, and employ- 
ees were hopeful yesterday that 
Arens would change this. 


The second storey of the main 
Foreign Ministry building, which 
houses the minister’s bureau, under- 
went a massive facelift yesterday. 
Sad-faced secretaries, officials and 
movers were busy packing up docu- 
ments, books and personal proper- 
ty, while the original furniture was 
retumed to the second floor guest 
room — which, during Peres’s peri- 
od, had been transformed into bu- 
reau chief Uri Savir's office.

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_Legislating for 
women at work 


SEX DISCRIMINATION in the 
work place is a criminal waste of 
resources, as both right and left- 
wing economists agree. Where they 
differ is over the question of wheth- 
er this criminal waste should be cor- 
rected by legislation. 

Na’amat, the Histadrut’s wom- 
en’s organization, is currently 
latnching a campaign to end such 
inequities as the fact that women 
eam between 20-40 per cent less 
than their male counterparts. One 
of the central planks of Na’amat's 
campaign is to beef up the legisla- 
tion governing equal pay for equal 


But at a seminar last week .orga- 
nized by the free-market think tank, 
the Israel Centre for Social and Eco- 
nomic Progress, visiting U.S. Feder- 
al Judge Richard A. Posner argued 
that such legislation would ultimate- 
ly harm women because it interfered 
with the market forces. 

Posner has the air of an economic 
Dr. Strangelove. In his lecture on 
the evils of regulating the labour 
force, the ideas of fairness or justice 
were not discussed, despite former 
attorney-general Yitzhak Zamir's 
introductory remarks that the la- 
bour field is one of the most heavily 
regulated, because of the quest for 
social justice. 

For Posner, the question is one of 
efficiency and not ideology. “My 
preference for markets,” he says, 
“Ss entirely pragmatic ~ they're not a 
gift from God.” If the markets are 


left to run themselves, his basic ar- 


gument goes, and more and more 
women enter the labour market, the 
market will work against discrimina- 
tion without any need for legislation 
Precisely because of the greater fe-

employers’ ignorance of the quality 
of the average woman worker; mo- 
nopsony (the fact that women are 
more tied to their job location be- 
cause of family commitments which 
then enables employers to set mon- 
opsonistic low wages); sexual ha- 
fassmept on the part of male em- 
ployees; statistical discrimination 
{an indivi woman might be 
More committed to her work than 
the average woman worker, who 
takes more days off work than her 
male counterpart because of chil- 
dren’s illnesses etc); and fringe 
benefits (employers know that sta- 
tistically women live longer, which 
payments more expensive). 


THESE CAUSES, Posner immedi- 
ately bastens to point out, are not 
equally amenable to legislation. 
Given this fact, he says, one has to 
consider whether the market will do 
a better job than the law, if Jeft to its 
own devices. 


Of course Posner, whose academ- 
ic career was mainly spent at the 
University of Chigaco, Milton 
Friedman's own stamping ground, 
firmly believes in the market's in- 
trinsic ability to cure this ill. But he 
goes even further and says that some 
legislation will actually harm those it 
is meant to help. 

Posner says that the 1963 Equal 
Pay Act in the U.S., which insisted 
on équal pay for equal work regard- 
less of sex, appears on the surface 
harmless enough. In a proper mar- 
ket, identical work would obviously 
receive identical pay. 

But if employers are paying dif- 
ferently, there must be some reason. 
And if the court forces employers to 
pay more, they will regard this in- 
crease 85 a tax on women workers 
and will stop employing them. 

On the other band, if the courts 
leave well alone then the situation 
will Improve as the market adjusts 
to the fact that more women are 
joining the workforce. As the num- 
ber of working women increases. 
Posner says, changes will come 
about: 

First and foremost, employers’ 
former ignorance of women’s work 
qualities declines. Moreover, if an 
employer previously had misogynist 
tendencies, these too are likely to 
decline if his wife/daughters try to 
enter the market and encounter bar- 
riers due to prejudice. Moreover, 
the cost of adjusting to women 
workers — separate male and female 
toilets for example — will .become 
relatively less expensive for the em- 
ployer the more women he employs. 

“This suggests a certain redun- 
dancy, superfluity in sex discrimina- 
tion legislation,” Posner says, “*be-

cause this discrimination is on the 
decline by itself.” In addition, the 
Federal judge argues, such legisla- 
tion is toothless; women serious 
about their careers are untikely to 
go to court claiming discrimination, 
as they will worry that such action 
will give them the reputation of a 
“tronble-maker.”” 

BUT THE problem of discrimina- 
tion, as Hebrew University labour 
relations expert Professor Avraham 
Friedman points out, is not just an 
economic one. Sex discrimination in 
Israel exists everywhere in the soci- 
ety, and not just in the labour mar- 
ket. The recent controversy over 
whether a woman is allowed to sit 
on a religious council shows how 
deep this problem is. The purpose of 
legislation in the long term, Fried- 
man argues, is to guide the direction 
society takes, and not just increase 
market efficiency. 

Dr. Frances Raday, also from the 
Hebrew University, meanwhile 
challenges the assumptions on 
which Posner bases his arguments, 
namely that in a free market em- 
ployers act rationally. If someone 
refuses to hire ἃ woman solely be- 
cause of her sex, then that person is 
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ποῖ acting rationally, she maintains. 
Legislation therefore acts as a sys- 
tem of checks and balances on em-* 
ployers” irrationality. *‘There is 
nothing inefficient in demanding 
that employers use human capital tu 
its full potential,” Raday insists. 
And the potential of Isracli women 
must not be underestimated. Half of 
the country's female workforce hus 2 
over 12.4 years of education behind 
them, as compared with 11.7 years 
for men. 

Perhaps the most immediate and 
practical solution for Israel's orab- 
lems is that suggested by Friedman. 
The public sector. controled bv the 
government. employs around 3) per 
cent of the workforce and the gov. 
ermment does not need tu resort te 
legislation in this sector ty award 
equal pay for equal work or provide: 
equal opportunities, 1 simply avec. 
to follow its own resulutions

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GENERAL ASSESSMENT: The 
bank's efforts show promise in some 
fields, but it is capable of better 
work. That seems to be the most 
charitable end-of-year report the 
Bank of Israel can honestly expect 
for its efforts this year. In some 
schools, notably in the Knesset Fi- 
nance Committee, it would be ex- 
pelled; while in the Manufacturer's 
Association, they would make sure 
to use the birch first. 

For those who believe that ‘high 
interest rates are the primary cause 
of all the economy’s woes, the cen- 
tral bank is the obvious target of 
their wrath, and the existence of, 
very high rates more than cancels 
out any possible positive achieve- 
ments it may have notched up. 

Bat things are not so black and 
white. Firstly, there is more wrong 


in the-economy than just mtérést* lz 


rates, nor can interest rates alone 
explain all those ills. Secondly, the 
Bank of Israel is only the primary, 
but not the sole, body responsible 
for interest rate policy. Thirdly, they 
do other things in the central bank 
than play with monetary policy and 
push interest rates up and down. 

The roles of the central bank in- 
clude supervising the banking sys- 
tem, formulating and implementing 
monetary policy and, in the Israeli 
economy, administering large areas 
of the credit markets and regulating 
the foreign exchange markets. In 
addition, the Governor of the Bank 
of Israel is the economic adviser to 
the government. 

‘There was action in every one of 
these areas during the course of 
1988, and in almost none of them 
did the Bank satisfy most objective 
observers that it was really on top of 
its job. Several reasons suggest 
themseives as explanations for this 
frustratingly partial performance. 

The one that is dominant, al- 
though hidden below the surface, is 
that the Bank of Israel, more than 
any other government or non-gov- 
ernment body, is stil] operating un- 
der the trauma of the Bejski Report. 
It wants to be covered against every 
contingency, and hence it is careful 
to be on record as favouring all good 
things, and opposing all bad things. 
But it doesn't want to work so hard 
on achieving any specific result as to 
be in danger of taking sole responsi- 
bility for it. Examples of this ap- 
proach will shortly follow. 

Another problem that the Bank 
suffers from is that it is incapable of 
tough, decisive action. Insofar as

THIS BOUT OF broigez showed up 
early on this year, when the central 
bank's most open-minded depart- 
ment head, David Klein of the mon- 
etary department, tried to introduce 
a new deposit instrument in the 
banks, partially linked to foreign 
currency. By refusing to grant a 
waiver from income tax on the inter- 
est accruing in this projected depos- 
it, Medina’s people in the Treasury 
killed it dead. 

The price the economy has to pay 
for these games became clear later 
in the year, when the ran to the 
dollar began and there was no con- 
venient protection against a devalu- 
ation other than actually buying for- 
eign currency and decimating the 
country's foreign currency reserves. 

But this was only an instance of 
the general inflexibility with regard 
to new monetary instruments on the 
part of the. heads of the Bank of 
Israel and of the Treasury. In an 
unwritten alliance, Medina and 
Governor Michaei Bruno have sty- 
mied Klein's plans to let a proper 
forward and future market develop 
alongside the flourishing money 
market that has become an estab- 
lished part of the local scene. 

The lack of flexibility has inevita- 


bly made the central bank go more 

on interest rates than it 
should have done. With the reces- 
sion gathering momentum through 
the year and a super-tight budget 
regime in place, the bank was 
pleased to be able to ease up on the 
money supply — but it didn't do 
nearly enough. Rates edged gently 
down until, predictably, a nun on the 
currency sent them shooting back up 
late in the year. 


ἜΔΕΙ failure of the central bank” 
‘tied into, or aggravated, another 


one. The mishandling of interest 
rates was part and parcel of a mis- 
guided approach to banking super- 
vision, in which the wrong things are 
regulated much too stringently 
while the banks are allowed to get

away with blue murder in other 
areas. 

Thus, had there been the necces- 
sary determination to force interest 
rates down in the unlinked shekel 
sector, there would have been the 
need, and probably the will, to rap- 
idly deregulate the directed credit 
sector. 

Instead, the head of the credit 
department, Oded Hezroni, was 
able to proceed only at a snail's pace 
with a gradual opening up of the 
large areas of credit whose alloca- 
tion is still determined by govern- 
ment bureaucrats. Hezroni is one of 
“the good guys” at the central bank, 
in that he well understands that his 
department is engaged in meddle- 
some nonsense, but he has neither 
the guts nor the authority to totally 
revamp the system which would, in- 
ter alia, put most of his subordinates 
out of a. job. 

Even so, Hezroni is becoming a 


“ master of the slow crawl that has 


characterized the Bank of Israel's 
deregulation policy over the last two 
years, and his various moves that 
have eased some of the stupidest 
and most onerous mules regarding 
both foreign currency and directed 
credit have had a cumulatively posi- 


tive impact. 
ANOTHER success in which the 
Bank of Israel cannot be denied its 
share was the aay alr the 
government got throu, largest- 
ever recycling of internal debt in the 
course of the year, including the 
bank shares converted by the “ar- 
rangement.” In this, the central 
had to play second fiddle to 
the Treasury, and do its job without 
much publicity; and its ability to 


meet those conditions was the true 


vat 


measure of its achievement. 
For the record, it should be noted 
that the central bank's approach to 
the issue of reselling the bank 
shares, in which it saw a golden o 
portunity to break up the big bank- 
tng groups, would have been better 
for the economy, had it been adopt- 
ed. However, this subject marks one 
of the areas where even Moshe Nis- 
sim quailed in the face of the politi- 
cal pressures involved, and so the 
Bank of Israel's more radical sug- 
gestions stood no chance at all. 
The list of successes would not be 
complete without mention of the 
draft ruling of the Supervisor of 
Banks which will, if it is put into 
effect fully, bring the standard of 
Teporting of Israeli banking from 
poor to very good, in one stroke. 
This will become clear in the next 


few weeks. 


BUT AGAINST this as-yet-incom- 
plete success, Banking Supervisor 
Amnon Goldschmidt has to take re- 
sponsibility for a number of serious 
failures. There were issues, 
such as Goldschmidt's constant 
preaching about the need to keep 
wage costs under control, and his 
warnings that the bank's profits 
were not as solid as they seemed — 
but there was a distinct dearth of 
action to back them up. 

There was also, however, the lit- 
tle matter of Leumigate Π. For this 
Tidiculous scandal, which dragged 
on for six months (and may still not 
be over) and which cost Leumi very 
dear and drove the country’s best 
commercial banker out of the bank, 
the system — and probably the coun- 
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try - both Goldschmidt and Brune 
have a great deal of esp 
do. Their efforts in this ! 
date have been self-serving. uncon- 
vincing, and hence unsat ᾿ 

While there is no room w recycle 
even the outline of this wretched 
affair, we may note two key ques- 
tions regarding the Bank of Iprael"s 
handling of it: Why did Bruno - who 
had ordered Meir Heth on his ap- 
pointment as chairman in January 
1987 to clean up the personal con- 
tract scandal - not reacted more 
sharply when Heth reported to him 
in May 1988 that his previous re- 
port, filed 11 months earlier, had 
not completed the job? And why, 
after months of sitting on the side- 
lines (part of which time he was ill). 
did Bruno jump into the Leumi 
swamp with both feet in September, 
with a demand that the whole bourd 
be dismissed in one shot. This nearly 
tesulted in his own swallowing up. 
Instead, he forced the old gentle- 
men from Otsar Hityashvut Haye- 
hudim to do acrobatics in their ut- 
tempts to rid themselves of the 
troublesome Professor Shimon 
Shetreet? 

These questions merely highlight 
the fact that there is a great deal of 
dirt still buried in the Leumigate 
scandal and that. were it to emerge, 
it is unlikely that the careers or rep- 
utations of the top Bank of Israel 
Officials involved wauld be ad- 
vanced one whit; an opposite result 
is more likely. 

There are. therefore. numerous 
and weighty reasons for the top ech- 
elon of the Bank of Israel to be 
happy to put 1988 behind them. and 
hope for better things in 1989. The 
change of finance minister, and the 
possible replacement of Victor Me- 
dina by the new minister, will cer- 
tainly be treated as good omens. But 
the best way that Bruno and Co. 
could expunge the memories of the 
past would be by persuading Peres 
to back them in a series of serious. 
far-reaching reforms, instead of the 
mild tinkering they have indulged in 
so far. 

One suggestion of where to stari. 
if we may make so bold, is by creat- 
ing a mortgage market that allows 
ordinary people to obtain reason- 
able amounts of money wi teleruble 
rates of interest. At the moment. 
the mortgage banks are engaged in 
legalized robbery with the Bank of 
Israel — as usual — in the position οὐ 
regulating the rules under which the 
crimes are carried out!

LONDON — According to the sports 
minister's calculations, last year’s 
Football League champions were 
Portsmouth, closely followed by 
Chelsea and Southampton, with 
Liverpool struggling dangerously

Minister Colin Moynihan’s alter- 
native league tables, released here 
this week, however, do not relate to 
matches won, drawn or lost. Rather, 
they concern the vexed issue of foot- 
ball hooliganism. and Portsmouth 
sit pretty at the top of Division One 
by virtue of having bad 282 people 
arrested at their Fratton Park 
ground last season. 

Overall] league champs were Divi-

Moynihan released the figures, 
which show a total of 6,147 arrests 
around the country last season, in 
support of his ἢ ingly criticized 
compulsory identity card proposals, 
due to be tabled in the House of 
Commons early next year. 

There had, he said, [eae an 11 
per cent increase in arrests over the 
1986-87 season — ample vindication 
for his tough measures to stamp out 
violence. 

Football's administrators, who 
have been fighting the identity card 
plans at every stage, were unim- 
pressed by the statistics, which they 
interpreted as showing football fans 
to be generally well-behaved. 

juarters of the League’s 92 
clubs had fewer than five arrests on 
average at their games, it was point- 
ed out, while only two clubs had 
arrest rates above one spectator per 


thousand. 

More significantly, the police 
chief responsible for Portsmouth’s 
ground has expressed doubts that an 
identity card scheme would help 
matters.

“If football continues to obstruct 
us, which I hope it does not, my 
message to UEFA this year will be 
clear," he said in the House on 
Tuesday. “People may call that 
blackmail, but I insist it will simply 
be an accurate statement on the un- 
willingness of English footbail to 
tackle the hooligan problem.”
